I.Ml'KIUAL FEDKRATION. 



A brief survey of tlie British empire would 

show that there wore 1(0,000 miios of 
iT.ilway now in operation, i)Ut of wliich 
7,000 were in Australia, 10,700 iu India, 
and 700 in South Africa. Itailways and 
tolugra^jhs wore essential for quick federal 
action m every instaucoi a first cunsidem- 
tiou with those who wish to federalize our 
fleets, our nnnies, 'oui' chambers of otun- 
meico and our post-oHiees. To all, 
wliethor at lioiiie or in tlie colon- 
io.a, the iiuestioii of Imperial l''edera- 
tiou and tiie problem of a central govern- 
ment at tho heaol of the umpire, come 
with a unifying power, because in a wide 
selieme of fedeialisni there might be- a 
bettor cliaiice of allaying jealousies by 
delegating proviuciftlttUtonoiiiy. We had, 
happily, in the new parliamoui ai'voral 
men who, though chosen by a liritisli 
electorate, wore thoroughly leprosentative 
nion from the colonies, such as Sir A. 
MoArthur, Mr. J. Honniker-lleaton, and 
trikvelers like the Hon. Finch-Hatton, 
Mr. Badoii-PowoU, iiiid Mr. Howard 
Vincent, who had made colonial subjeets 
their espofial study. Fie ditl not, agroo 
with tliL" suggcation of elevating di.a- 
tinguiahed colonists to the poeivige wilii ;i 
view of securing coloiii.'tl re|)roaoiiialion, 
for thoy would bo too fow to he of any 
good, and would be taken from a class of 
men who could be ill-spared from Liie 
colonies. So, too, with regard lo liio 
auggeatod colonial council of ;ul\ ico to 
assist tliu secretaries of stale .-la [)rivy 
councillors, the objection was I hat the 
privy council was not a public body, ,ind 
the mode of selection, unless controlled 
in evoiy case by the colonists, would 
.savor too much ol the nominee .sy.atom; 
while the existence of such a I'ody, 
ihougli merel}' ooiiauilat ivo, uiiglu in- 
crease irresponsibility In llio llouaool 
Commons by delegating lo them colonial 
afl'airs. Federalizing our chamboia of 
ccjiiiniorCB and postoUieea slio'uld bo car- 
ried out as tending to a common fiscal 
policy, and there should bo a coiii- 
mcm emigration ollico in London if 
it could 1)0 arranged willioul nlloncc 
to the colonial govennuonia, and with- 
out pnuporiiiing the pmuer cl.iaaoa at 
homo. He was favorably diapoaod lo .1 
new redistribution bill, by which ono 
fourth of our reproaoni.iilnii would bo 
liaiulcd over to tho S,(H)(), 000 colonial.a 
.■il)road. Tho .adjustuioul of ji pru]jcr 
scale of ro[>roaculaliou t bi-oui;liout tlii^ 
empire, together with tho ijueslion of a 
uniform franchise, were not tho siii.allest 
di'Hculties in details which an imperial 
federation wo, .Id have to nuot and solve: 
for il would have to consider llu> pojiul;!- 
lioii of each colony, ita revenue, ami its 
iildolitodneas. In the midst of all tho 
ai lioiuoa and propi ■aitions it was dillioult 
lo lind tho germ of a federal council, yet 
it lUust be called into existence, and to be 
real it must be representative, and inohiiU- 
a powerful executive. W'bilo oi>nslitu- 
tional in its origin ami ri'prosenl.il ivo in 
its character, it must l)e supremo in its 
decisions. There was only one Ijody 
answering to that descri|it ion, and lhal 
was tho privy ctmncil. Little fault was 
lo be found with the selection of privy 
councillors in the United Kingdom. The 
materifils, therefore, for a suproiiic coun 
cil of the oiiqiirc wmv .at liiind in tlii' 
nucleus of the |iiesent privy council, in 
the Canadian and possibly a South African 
and Australasian privy council, in the 
ranks of the colonial governors, ex -gover- 
nors, .■igents-gcneral, and minislora; in a 
defence and loan board of the o'lnpiro, 
and in the lioaila of a poasibh' imperi;il 
emigration Imre.iu, fedci-.di/.ed p<jat otiioe, 
federalized chambers of eomiiierce, and 
all other representative men aci|uatiilcd 
with the wants of the empire.

An Eloqneut Effort on Bobnlf of the 8. & 0. 
Railway. 

OlTAWA, Juno 24.— TIio following is a 
verbatim report of Mr. Main's speech in 
the, house yesterday on tho railway re-

Mr. Mara said tlie' resolutions before 
the house will bo, 1 must say, a great dis- 
appoiiittuont to tho people of British 
Columbia, when they find that the gov- 
or.imeiit have declined to grant any assist- 
ance to any of tho linos contumplatud in 
that jirovince, while thoy are grouting 
milliuiis of dollars to assist lines in the 
older provinces. When tho government 
inaugurated their policy of subsidizing 
railways in 1882, the province of British 
Columbia was not in a position to take 
advaiibige of that polioy, owing to its 
isolated position and tho oiioriiious cost of 
ti-ansportation. But with the completion 
of the Canadian Pacific railway there are 
now no difficulties in the way of railway 
constructiiiUH tliruiii,di the muiuitaiiis in 
that countrV, where plant, niali-rial and 
supplies can lie landed in the interior of 
British Columliia with the same facility as 
ill the older provinces. But as soon as 
wo leave tho main lino of railway, then 
our diOioulties begin to comniemte. In 
the construction of tho Canadiiiii Pacilic 
railway the reipiironientsjind dovelojuneiit 
of British Colunibia were never taken 
intii consideration. Both the govertinient 
and tlio railway coiiipaiiy very properly 
solectod the shortest route to the coast, 
the one easiest built, and the one pusses 
sing fewest physical obslaclos. Bui that 
line is not, and never will he, a lim- ih il 
can develu)! t he resources of I'.iitish (.'ol- 
unihia uitliiiiit lir.aiieh lines or feeders, 
lilies 1 hat will laji the agriciiUural districts 
of the south, and the rich mineral districts 
of Cariboo in the north. Now, in discus- 
sing this ipiestioii uf siilisidizin'4 i'aihya\- 
lines ill ISritisli Culuniliia, I was very 
much disapi)uint(^d tu lindthe memheis iif 
the government lakiiiL! ilie pusition that 
owing to the very lai^'c expenditure in 
building tho Canadian Pacilic iiiilway, for 
somo time to come, we c/inuot expect any 
aid or assistance.
